GW'S SUMMER PROGRAM, CACHE 

Preparation of study skills for college is coupled with job opportunities 
in the George Washington University's Project CACHE, in which eleven district 
high school graduates are participating this summer. 

The program, directed by Mrs. Peggy Bonney, a lecturer in English at GW, 
emphasizes "tutorial assistance," and is aimed at "sharpening study skills 
so they (the students) will compete better," at college in the fall, said Mrs. 
Bonney. The project was recommended by the former.Commissioner's Advisory 
Council on Higher Education, an ad hoc group of university personnel, headed 
by George Grier. 

All of the students enrolled in the GW program are college-bound, and most 
were graduates with a high class rank, Mrs. Bonney said. 

The format of the GW program includes classroom work on English skills 
such as "verbalizing on paper," the director explained. A special course was 
established for the students and will continue through the end of the Univer¬ 
sity's regular summer session, Aug. 30. In addition, the students are 
receiving individual counseling. 

"Important, also, is the work-study program" said Mrs. Bonney. The 
University has already employed several of the students and expects to find 
campus positions for others soon. 

Explaining what facets of college life the students will deal with, 

Mrs. Bonney said that "they all want to observe; they've indicated an

interest in the campus radio station and in civil law courses, language 
courses, and economics courses." 

Mrs. Bonney has arranged for the students to sit in on some of the 

University's regular classes in these areas. 

The students were selected through the various Neighborhood Councils and 
through Opportunities for Education Now, (OPEN), with which the University is 
affiliated. 

Of the students, two have applied to GW, while two others will attend 
the Federal city college and one will attend D.C. Teachers College. Another 
will attend Georgetown University.

CONSTRUCTION BEGINS ON CLASSROOM BUILDING AT GW 


Construction has begun on a *4.5 million classroom building for The 
George Washington University. It is located on G Street, between 22nd 
and 23rd Streets, N.W, 

The building will add 22 new classrooms as well as office space for 
four departments and the entire school of education. It is scheduled 
for completion by the end of 1969. 

The builder is the Blake Construction Company. 

The financing included a grant and loan through the federal government's 
Higher Education Facilities Act. 

When completed the building will have six floors plus two levels of 
underground parking, enough to accommodate 125 cars. 

Two of the 22 classrooms are lecture halls with seating for 300 each. 

The lecture halls will provide full audio-visual facilities. 

Designed by Stenhouse, Fryer, and Faulkner, the structure is the latest 
in a series of building projects planned by the University. 

This series began with the construction of the Law School Library on 
20th St., the Joseph E. Henry Building at 2lst and Penna. Ave., and the 
conversion of an apartment building into the administration building at 2121 
Eye St., N.W. 

An *11,000,000 University Center project, currently underway on the 
west side of 21st St., between H and Eye Sts., N.W., will provide a theatre

Employment interviewers from 14 D.C. area hospitals will meet for 
a two-day investigation in interviewing techniques at the George 
Washington University on July 10 and 17. 

Conducted by Dr. Jaiaes N. Mosel of the psychology department at GW, 
the program is aimed at the development in interviewing techniques 
which can best select adequate personnel. Dr. Mosel is an outstanding 
national figure in the field of interviewing techniques, and has acted 
as a consultant in several capacities. 

Robert Copenhaver, training director at GW, explained that he 
originated the workshop to enable hospital interviewers to "utilize the 
latest techniques of employee selection so they can provide services to 
the community in an economical way." 

During the workshops the participants will-conduct their own 
interviews, which will be taped, and later evaluated by fellow participants. 

In addition, said Mr. Copenhaver, the program will emphasize various 
communication skills in "face to face situations," and present the 
strengths and the limitations of the intervier. 

"We want to find out if we are hiring the best people available, 
and if hospital supervisors can spot the qualified people," he added.

GW HOSTS SUMMER PROGRAM - "WORKSHOPS FOR CAREERS IN THE ARTS" 

Back-stage for a rehearsal of "Romeo and Juliet" and in the audience 
at Carter Baron Amphitheatre for the American Ballet Company are two of the 
"classrooms" for a program originated by Miss Peggy Cooper, who will enter 
the National Law Center at George Washington in the fall. 

Miss Cooper, a June '68 graduate of GW, and codirector of the pro¬ 
gram with Mrs. Calva K. Collier, lecturer in women's physical education at 
GU, explained that the idea for her "Workshops for Careers in the Arts" came 
from her experience as chairman of the University’s Black Arts Festival in 


May. 


The Black Arts Festival brought several hundred Negro children to GW's 
campus to see and hear Negro contributions to culture--painting, fashion, 
architecture, music, etc. 

"I thought that it was a shame that things like the festival didn't happen 
all the time," Miss Cooper said. Her concern lead to a grant proposal, which 
in turn eventually lead to the birth of the program. 

As a result of Miss Cooper's ideas, and the funds from a private foundation, 
the workshop, which includes over 50 students from several sections of the city, 
exposes students to seminars by professional instructors in one of the three 
fields of art, drama and the dance. 

Citing examples of "out-of-class activities," Miss Cooper said that 
Phillip Burton had taken the students to the Sylvan Theatre for a rehearsal of

GW OFFERS PROGRAM IN CHINESE STUDIES 

The School of Public and International Affairs of The George 
Washington University has added a Bachelor Degree program in Chinese 
Studies to its course offerings, the Dean of the School, Hiram M. Stout, 
has announced. The School also offers undergraudate degrees in Inter¬ 
national Affairs and Public Affairs. 

The new upperclassmen’s degree curriculum will include six credit 
hours of the Chinese Language, and three credit hours of Chinese Literature, 
as well as courses in related fields of economics, history, and political 
science. 

The student may then choose to complete 30 of the additional 45 
required hours from the department of history, economics, or political 
science. The 45 hours includes 15 hours of electives. 

Dean Stout explained that the underclass curriculum will be the 
same as that for all Pre-International Affairs students, except that 
the Chinese Studies uajor will be required to take the Chinese language 
as his freshman and sophomore language requirement. 

William R. Johnson, Associate Professor of History at GW, will be 
chairman of the Committee on Chinese Studies, which will supervise the

GW SPONSORS SUMMER MATH INSTITUTE 

An Institute to provide background and depth in mathematics skills for 
District of Columbia teachers will be sponsored by The George Washington 
University, beginning July 22. 

Funded by the National Science Foundation, the program is directed by 
Dr. Ruth Bari, assistant professor of Mathematics at GW, and will include 
approximately 30 junior high school mathematics teachers from the D.C. public 
school systems. 

"We hope to continue, if funded, through the fall and winter," said 
Dr. Bari, "teaching additional skills so that by spring, some teachers can 
enroll in a "pre-calculus" math course at GW."

SUMMER WORKSHOP ON ADVANCED CAREER DEVELOPMENT 

The School of Education of The George Washington University has completed 


its third annual workshop on advanced career development for area high school 
counselors. 

Directed by Carl 0. McDaniels, Associate Professor of Education at GW, the 
program focused on such topics as entry jobs for high school graduates, on-the- 
job training, and programs that can be developed within schools to inform and 
counsel students on the career opportunities within the Washington Metropolitan 

Area. 

The workshop, which included 25 students, was structured to include visits 
to the personnel directors of area businesses and institutions, who discussed 
job opportunities within their particular business. The spokesman also described 
the various types of training programs available for new employees. 

In addition to the field trips, the counselors were also required to devise 
a plan for their individual schools for counseling students on career opportunity 

in the District. 

The workshop included 25 students, 20 of whom were sponsored by the "Plans 
for Progress," a national organization of business and industrial organizations, 
manned by volunteers. Ten of the counselors represented District schools, while 
the other ten were from suburb schools.

NEW LAW PROJECT 

A three year project to study the juvenile offender and the law, 
on both a national and a local basis, will be conducted through the 
George Washington University Law School.
